He had no
tlonbt bot it was now insolvent, and had vi-
olated its charter. It was nuot propetly or-
ganized or honestly condneted, A suit was
now pending against it, and he wus opposed
to permitting the Legislature to stepin at
this time to ils assistunce, He spoke nt sorne
length and expressed the opinion that the
bill was intended to protect it from the comn:
sequences of jts past misconduer.

Mr. Darsie said he bad examined the bill
and that it had no sneh objeer or effeet as
the Serator apprehended.

rel among politiciang; of long standing, aml
he did not desire to invelve himself in iy
vet a sense of duty impeiled him 10 state
the truth about the matler, as he undersiocd
it.  He related the faets in reference 1o00hie
quarrel at length, and concluded by stating
that the provisions of the bill were only in-
tended to apply 1o the future, and could not
in the lenst affect the past conduet of the
Bank. They were perfectly ionoeent, and
he could see no reason fur the opposition to
the biil,

Mr, Buckalew referred to a memorial
which he had seen, and whieh it was inten-
ded to lay before the Legislutore, containing
grave and serions charges ngainst this bank.
Ho desired the bill to lay over until this
memorial was printed and Iaid on their desk
and the guestion was better understood.

Mr. Kunkel said that after the statement
of the Senalor from Schuylkill (Mr. Hen-
dicke) be thought this opposition 1o the Ll
very sirange.

THE CITY COUNUILS AND THE SUNBURY
AND ERIE RAILROAD,

We were not a little surprised, some days
since, o find that the CHy Councils had
suddenly passed resolulions, requesting the
Mayor to withhold the proposed subscrip-
tion of $2,000,000 to the Sunbury and
Erie rail road, until further instructions
from the Councils. The following proceed=
ings, it will be seen, charge Mr. Fallon,
the President of the Company, with a
breach of faith, in regard to the election of
directors.  Since then, Mr. Fallon, has
come out in a card, a well seritten and
temperate article, which puls quite a dif-
ferent face on the matter, NMr, Fallon
denies that he committed any breach of
faith whatever—ithal he desired the Coun-
cils to nominale three individuale to rep-
resent the city subseription, although, as
the rubscription was conditional, they were
not legally entitled to any, but that he did
not agree, nor was he willing, that they
should diclate the whole ticket, Some of
the city papers, strongly condemn the pro-
